MISSION  PURSUANT  TO  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 

Section  8  of  the  “  Civil  Service  Act, 
1945.” 

Grievance  Procedure. 

1.  The  Deputy  Minister  or  other  official  hav¬ 
ing  jurisdiction  over  any  department  or  branch 
of  the  Civil  Service,  or  over  any  institution, 
board,  or  commission  of  which  the  employees 
are  paid  by  the  Province,  may  designate  an 
official  to  whom  representations  respecting  a 
grievance  arising  out  of  employment  may  be 
made. 

2.  A  member  of  the  Civil  Service  or  a  group 
of  members  of  the  Civil  Service  or  an  author¬ 
ized  representative  of  such  group  or  a  com¬ 
mittee  elected  as  provided  for  in  section  72 
of  the  “  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,”  may  make 
representations  to  the  appropriate  official  de¬ 
signated  pursuant  to  Regulation  1  in  respect 
of  any  grievance  arising  out  of  employment. 

3.  If  no  official  in  the  department,  branch, 
institution,  board,  or  commission  has  been  des¬ 
ignated  pursuant  to  Regulation  1,  representa¬ 
tions  under  Regulation  2  may  be  made  to  the 
Deputy  Minister  or  other  official  having  juris¬ 
diction  over  the  department,  branch,  institu¬ 
tion,  board,  or  commission  in  or  under  which 
the  complainants  are  employed. 


4.  If  a  settlement  is  not  effected  as  a  result 
of  representations  made  under  Regulation  2  or 
Regulation  3,  the  complainants  may  make  rep¬ 
resentations  to  the  Chief  Personnel  Office  or 
to  his  assistant. 

5.  Failing  settlement  following  upon  repre¬ 
sentations  made  pursuant  to  Regulation  4,  the 
complainants  may,  if  the  subject  of  the  rep¬ 
resentations  is  a  matter  in  which  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  has  authority,  make  ap¬ 
plication  in  writing  to  the  Commissioner  for  a 
review  under  section  70  of  the  “  Civil  Service 
Act,  1945.” 

6.  Upon  a  review  pursuant  to  said  section 
70,  the  complainants  may  present  their  case 
in  a  written  statement  or  by  affidavit  or  orally. 

7.  Upon  any  review  the  Commission  shall 
hold  a  hearing. 

8.  Before  holding  a  hearing  the  Commission 
shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof 
to  the  complainants  and  to  such  other  persons 
as  the  Commission  thinks  proper. 

9.  At  a  hearing: — 

(a.)  Every  person  affected  by  the  matter 
under  review  shall  be  entitled  to  pre¬ 
sent  evidence : 

(6.)  Evidence  shall  be  under  oath: 

(c.)  There  shall  be  a  right  of  cross-examina¬ 
tion  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
observed  in  a  court  of  law: 

(d. )  The  Commission  shall  cause  the  evi¬ 
dence  to  be  recorded  in  shorthand  or  in 
some  other  manner. 

10.  The  complainants  shall  be  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  Commission  on  request  one  copy 
of  the  evidence  taken  at  a  hearing. 

11.  A  decision  made  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  upon  a  review  shall,  subject  to  the 
right  of  appeal  conferred  by  section  71  of  the 
Act,  be  binding  on  all  parties  concerned,  but 
to  the  extent  only  to  which  the  matter  is  one 
in  which  the  Commission  has  authority. 

12.  Where  representations  have  been  made 
pursuant  to  Regulation  2  or  Regulation  3,  if 
the  subject  of  the  representations  is  a  matter 
in  which  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  not 
authority  and  if  no  settlement  has  been  arrived 
at  as  a  result  of  the  representations,  the  com¬ 
plainants  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.

I.  Welfare. 

1.  A  member  of  the  Civil  Service  or  a  group 
of  members  of  the  Civil  Service  or  an  author¬ 
ized  representative  of  such  group  or  a  commit¬ 
tee  elected  as  provided  for  in  section  72  of  the 
“  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,”  may  make  represen¬ 
tations  to  the  appropriate  official  under  Regu¬ 
lation  2  or  to  the  Deputy  Minister  under  Regu¬ 
lation  3  of  the  regulations  made  on  the  27th 
day  of  February,  1946,  by  the  Civil  Service

(c.)  Improvement  in  the  standard  of  service 
rendered  by  employees :

Improvement  of  employer  -  employee 
relationship. 

2.  If  satisfaction  is  not  obtained  as  a  result 
of  representations  made  pursuant  to  Regula¬ 
tion  1,  representations  may  then  be  made  to 
the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

3.  Representations  to  be  made  under  this 
part  may  be  submitted  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  either  by: — 

(a.)  A  written  submission;  or 
( b .)  A  written  request  for  a  meeting  of  the 
Commission  with  employees  to  deal 
with  the  matters  referred  to  in  the 
request. 

4.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  exer¬

(/.)  In  the  event  of  a  permanent  member  of 
the  Board  of  Reference  being  unable  to 
act,  a  person  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  to  act 
in  his  place: 

(m.)  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Refer¬ 
ence  within  thirty  days  after  receipt 
of  a  notice  of  appeal  shall  notify  the 
parties  to  the  appeal  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  hearing  of  the  reference: 

(n.)  At  a  hearing  of  a  reference  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Regulations  9  and  10  of  the 
said  regulations  made  by  the  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  Commission,  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Civil  Service  Act, 
1945,”  shall  apply  mutatis  mutandis: 

(o.)  A  Board  of  Reference  within  a  reason¬ 
able  time  after  the  hearing  of  the 
reference  shall,  through  its  Chairman, 
submit  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  its  findings,  together  with  such 
observations  and  recommendations  as 
it  deems  necessary  and  expedient: 

(p.)  After  submission  pursuant  to  subregu¬ 
lation  (o)  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  shall  consider  the  appeal  and 
dispose  thereof. 

8.  Where  an  appeal  is  taken  pursuant  to 
Regulation  12  of  the  said  regulations  made  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  appellant 
shall  file  notice  of  his  appeal  with  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

9.  The  Chairman  of  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  shall  forthwith  transmit  a  notice  of 
appeal  filed  with  him  pursuant  to  Regulation  8 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

10.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
either  refer  the  subject-matter  of  an  appeal  to 
a  Board  of  Reference  or  hear  and  dispose  of 
the  appeal  without  such  reference.

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  mav  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬
